Xatalina o^connori, sp. n. 

Shell impel forate, globosely turbinate, very thin, trans- 
parent, pale greenisli brown; whorls the last large, 
convex, marked with rather coarse growth-[)licai and sculp- 
tured with wavy spiral lines crossed by very fine transverse 
stria?, thus ])resenting a slightly decussate appearance ; suture 
very narrov'ly channelled, aniber-coloured ; columella almost 
vertically descending above, somewhat oblique below ; labrum 
sini])le; aperture roundly ovate.

Succinea connollyi^ sp. u. 

Shell elongately rhomboidal, moderately thin, with obtuse 
apex, ])olished, shining, pale brownish-amber colour; whorls 
o, rapidly increasing, the last very long, marked with irre- 
gular and rather coarse growth-lines, crossed, especially 
towards the later portion of the last whorl, by scratch-like 
horizontal strim ; suture impressed; columella descending in 
a slight curve and diffused above into a coarse, narrow, well- 
defined callus which reaches the upjier margin of the labrum ; 
labrum simple, slightly dilated below and contracted towards 
its uppermost limit ; aperture elongately ovate ; interior of 
shell slightly iridescently nacreous.
